of Fane 1648. And of the Committee of _— 
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fore September laſt , and the proceeding of the Forces 


raiſed by them in the firſt and ſecond Levie, and theſe: 
brought out of Ireland; and of the Committees of 


War in the ſeverall Shires appointed by them with the 
grounds, reaſons, and pretences therefore whither con- 


cained in the Kings conceſsions at the Iſle of ppizht, or 
| ſer down in their Declarations, as in the fourth and ſe- 
venth, ſixteen, twenty fix, twenty ſeven Acts of the 
laſt Parliament, and in their Declaration to the King- 
dom of England, emitted by the Committee of Eſtares 
the twenty eight day of June laſt when their Army 
went into England, in eſtabliſhing, carrying on, and 
proſecuting the late Engagement againſt the Kingdom 
of England, and raiſing the firſt and ſecond Leavie, in 
preſſing the ſame at home by unlawful Bands and cruel 
Plunderings; and in rejecting all Warnings, Petitions, 
Remonſtrances from the Kirk Judicatories, and from 
Shires at home; and all Remonſtrances and offers of 
Treaty made from the Parliament of England by their 
Commiſsioners, in refuſing to declare the Kings Con- 
ceſsions at the Ile of VViglt unſatisfactory to them, in 
trampling under foot the Liberties of the Church at 
ho me, in invading of the Kingdom of Eng lana, and ſur- 
prizing of their Towns; and marching through their 
Counties, and aſſociating with the Malignant party 
there; in returning after their defeat to Scotland, to re- 
new their oppreſsion in this Kingdom, and invaſion of 
England; and to that end in the raiſing of new Forces, 
ſending Commilſsions to the claſſed Incendiaries of this 
Kingdom (who by ſtanding Acts of Parliament were 
debarred from all Truſt , for their joyning in the late 
Rebellion) and in many other ways, acts, and *

cuting their deſigne at home and abroad, And conſide- 


ing the ſeveral offers and defires made by the Com- 
miſsioners of the Kingdom of England for continuing 
the Peace and Union, and the many earneſt and humble 
Petitions from ſeverall Shires, and the moſt pat of 
Provinciall Synods and Presbyteties; and the juſt and 
neceſſary Deſires, Remonſtrances and Declarations of 
the Commilsioners of the Church to the Parliament 
and Committee, with their unſatis factory Anſyer 
thereunto, and the Papers paſt bet wixt the late General 
Aſſembly and the Committee, and the D. ſſent and Pro- 
teſtations entred in the Parliament by a great number 
of every Eſtate, and that of ſuch as hath been moſt in- 
ſtrumental and conſtant in this Cauſe fince the begin- 
ning. And withall, taking to their ſerious conſideration 
the manifold ſolid reaſons againſt the Engagement, ex- 
preſſed in the Remonſtrances of the Commiſsion of 
the Kirk given in to the Parliament; And of the una - 
nimous Declaration of the late General Aſſembly, and 
the reply of their Commiſsioners, demonſtrating from 
the Word of God the unlawfulneſſe of the ſaid En · 
gagement, and evidencing the many Breaches of Co- 
venant and Treaties of Peace, the many wrongs done 
to the Liberties ot the Church, and oppreſsions of the 
ople of God; and many other unlawtull ingrediences 
in the matter, manner, nature and effect of that En- 
ment: And therefore denouncing Gods judgment 
againſt ir, And. warning the people to do their duty for 
the Cauſe of God and to the Covenant againſt all lets 
and impediments.
